feund Pharaoh's Tomb—Important Dis 
covery by a Toronto Explorer. 

Mr. ©. T, Currelley, M.A., of Tor 
onto, assistant on the Egyptian Ex- 
ploratfon Fund staff, had recently 
the good fortune to discover the 
tomb of Aahanies, frst King of the 
eighteenth dynasty, the Pharaoh of 
the Bible, who ‘‘knew not Joseph,” 
and under whom the oppression of 
the Hebrews commenced. This tomb 
had Leen searched for for some years 
without success, and its discovery is 
on that account even more gratify- 
| Ing than it would otherwise be. The 
| tomb is described as one of the larg- 
| est known, the entry being Ly a 
shaft or well sunk in the rock of the 
desert gnd forty-five feet in diamet- 
er. At the bottom of this is a 
Square chamber, which no doubt op- 
ens into various passages and cham 
bers, as is usual in such tombs.

Early Canadian Travelers. 

The Ontario Historical Soolety ts 
doing a useful work in reproducing 
papers and records and making them 
accessible to the public.

| volume gives an account of the 9x- 
ploration of the great lakes in 


1669-70, by Dolller dc Casson and 
De Brehant de Galinee. It contains

Dollier de Casson was 83 years old
